and dry spring has led to fewer mush- 
rooms — yes — but for the 
freestylers, backstrokers and doggy- 
paddlers among us it also means a 
dip into the lake sooner than normal. 

This year could be a record, said 
Doug Fuller of the Tipp of the Mitt 
Watershed Council. 

He estimates that Lake 
Charlevoix is in the mid-50s by now, 
based on the temperatures of sur- 
rounding lakes which have heated up 
about a month sooner than normal. 
He will take water samples and tem- 
peratures of Lake Charlevoix and 
Walloon Lake this week. 

It’s not only the air temperature 
that dictates water temperature 
though, said Fuller. In fact, lakes re- 
ceive most heat energy from direct 
solar radiation. So whether it’s sunny 
or not —like this spring — will de- 
termine the water temperature. 

Eventually the surface water of 
all the area lakes will reach the low 
70s. Because of its depth, it will take 
Lake Charlevoix a little bit longer to 
get there, and it won’t remain there 
as long either. 

And how does this affect the 
natural and human habitat? 

Well, anglers may think the fish 
population is down, but they can’t 
necessarily blame any “dry spells“ on 


According to Fuller, cold-water 
species, such as lake trout, whitefish 
and salmon, can probably just be 
found in different parts of the lake 
with temperatures more conducive to 
their biology, and also around their 
food supplies which may also mi- 
grate to alternative lake spots. 

In fact, fish such as perch, pike, 
bass and panfish have all spawned 
earlier than normal this year. 

But more importantly the warm 
water causes greater biological activ- 
ity. 

Algae, microscopic animals and 
insect larvae, to name a few, could 
grow much faster. More algae on the 
lake bottoms could lead to a bottom 
driven food chain — and seemingly 
fewer fish for catching. 

To the casual observer this rapid 
growth may appear as a murky, 
greenish hue in the water and as a 
greenish-grayish growth on or near 

rocks by the shore — which is not 
necessarily a function of bad water. 


Lake Charlevoix and Walloon - 


Lake have probably always taken on 
those characteristics said Fuller. Not 
surprisingly, Lake Charlevoix was 
dubbed Green Lake in the past.

38th annual National Mushroom Hunting Champi- 
onship. Five school-bus loads of gatherers made 
the trip — 198 people altogether — the largest 
group ever according to organizers. 

This year’s grand champion, Leonard E. 
Pease of Tower Hill, Il], found 70 mushrooms in 
the hour-long search — 15 more than last year’s 
champ. Not a bad take for the unusually dry 
growing season. 

His advice: look hard. 

“Look for something the size of a pea,” said 
Pease, while holding out a shriveled-looking 
specimen, not much bigger than the vegetable 
itself. But they all count... in the count. 

This was Pease’ second year in the hunt, last 
year he took third place in the non-resident men 
category with 22 mushrooms, and he can’t wait to

come back in 1999. 

Previous year’s hunts have netted takes in the 
300-400 range. But those were when the Lion’s 
ran two hunts of one and a half hours each, said 
Mike Brown, a Boyne Valley Lion. All in all the 
numbers are down, he said.

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What to do when the flag passes by

In preparation for the Memorial Day Parade 
and services, the veterans of American Legion 
Post #228 offer the following procedures for 
proper conduct which are taken from the “United 
States Flag Code” chapter 10: 

“When the flag is passing in a parade, all 
persons should face the flag and stand at attention 
with the right hand over the heart. Men should 
remove their headdress with their right hand and 
hold it at the left shoulder, the hand being over the 
heart; removal of headdress is optional for 
women. 

“The 'Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag’ should 
be rendered by standing at attention facing the flag 
with the right hand over the heart. Men should 
remove their headdress with their right hand and 
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hold it at the left shoulder, the hand being over the 
heart; removal of headdress is optional for 
women. 

“During the rendition of the National Anthem 
when the Flag is displayed, all present should 
stand at attention facing the flag with the right 
hand over the heart. The same procedures for 
removal of headdress apply as in the ‘Pledge of 
Allegiance.’ When the Flag is not displayed, those 
present should face toward the music and act in 
the same manner they would if the-Flag were 
displayed.” 

Flags that are no longer serviceable (faded, 
torn, frayed, etc.) may be given to any Legionnaire 
or brought to the Legion Post for proper disposi- 
tion.

PARKS COMMISSION RECOMMENDS 
SITE FOR PROPOSED NEW BUILDING 


A corner of Rotary 
for gymnastics club? 


Acorner of Rotary Park has been 
recommended as a possible location 
for Boyne Area Gymnastics’ new 
building. 

The site is being recommended 
to the Boyne City Commission by the 
parks commission. 

The gymnastics club requested 
the Rotary Park location after a site 
along Division Street next to 
Parkview Apartments received oppo- 
sition from area neighbors and the 
planning commission. 

The parks commission’s deci- 
sion at its meeting last Thursday is 
only a recommendation to the city 
commission which still must decide 
whether the city wants to be involved 
with allowing non-profit organiza- 
tions to build on city property. 

The decision by the parks com- 
mission involves only the gymnas- 
tics club, not Boyne Ice, the hockey 
group interested in building an indoor 
ice rink. Boyne Ice is still trying to 
secure property to build the rink. 

The site selected for gymnastics 
is located close to the existing park- 
ing lot at the corner of Call and Vogel 
streets. The gymnastics club had pro- 
posed a site near the corner of State 


parks commission preferred the other 
site because it did not require cutting 
as many trees and the facility could 
utilize part of the existing parking lot. 
The parks commission voted 5-1‘to 
recommend the Rotary Park site to 
the city commission. 

If approved, the gymnastics club 
plans to build a 7,200 square foot 
metal building. The estimated con- 
struction cost is $100,000 and the 
club has raised approximately 
$30,000. ; 

With the new facility, the gym- 
nastics club intends to offer gymnas- 
tics, dance, step aerobics, martial arts, 
preschool fitness, and senior citizen 
fitness classes. 


The program, started in 1981, 


has grown from 25 students to more 
than 300. The program has been at 
home in the Boyne City Elementary 
School gym for the past several years, 
but the school board notified the 
gymnastics club last summer that it 
would need to find a new location by 
June of this year. 

The parks commission recently 
completed a preliminary master plan 
for Rotary Park which includes ex- 
pansion of existing uses and the ad-

be true. 

This didn’t surprise their teachers. The overrid- 
ing purpose of a Master Project is to blend what the 
students have been-doing all year in their MST 
classes. They must justify the math, explain the 
science and are learning to communicate their 
understanding of the subject matter through the 
presentations, said Bill Aten, MST instructor. 

“It’s giving students hands-on training to do 
scientific analysis — using statistical analysis to test 
out their work,” said Bob Sayers, a former chemistry 
and biology instructor who also served as their 
mentor and on the panel. It’s excellent exposure and 
training for later on. : 

“These students set a whole new standard for 
work in this program,” said Richter who was joined 
on the panel by additional Friends of the Jordan 
board members, and an environmental engineer. 

Not only did they grasp a greater understanding 
of the coursework by applying it to real life, but the 
background data collected will be used by Friends of 
the Jordan in their preservation and conservation 
work, Aten pointed out that even the U.S. Geological 
Institution has very little chemical data on the area. 

“Its doing a project with a purpose — not just a 
grade,” said Banfield. 


The Master Project is required for MST students. 


More than 40 projects will be exhibited. 

Some of the topics include the effects of back- 
ground music on the context of movies by Abbey 
Carter, subliminal messaging by Renee Perrault, 
pesticides’ effects on hatching eggs by Lynsey 


Derenzy and Robin Spears, and the relationship 
between vehicle type and gender on speed by Scott 
Martin and John McCafferty. 

Because students have to present their findings 
to an unknown panel, it becomes more serious and 
deepens their knowledge, believes MST teacher, 
Sharon Moeke. She said there are lots of kids who 
know lots of things, but cannot articulate them. The 
presentations teach them to apply and communicate 
that knowledge. 

The Jordan River project’s conclusions did not 
find the water quality to be diminished the further 
downriver it ran. But Sayers pointed out they had 
good procedures, data and hypotheses. “The whole 
project was a 10 all the way.” - 

Besides finding out that the river’s water quality 
is pretty good, what else could the four young 
women possibly get out of it? A greater appreciation 
for the beauty of the area, said Banfield, who 
recalled the valley’s blossoming trees this spring. 

“It was a realization of one of our (FOJ) biggest 
hopes and aspirations to instil] that sense of awe and 
appreciation to the next generation,” said Richter 
who works along with fellow board members to 
infuse stewardship in young people, and the greater 
community for the Jordan Valley. 

Now, through the Tipp of the Mitt Watershed 
Council, the four students will teach sixth graders 
how to test water pH levels — one of the indicators 
of its quality. 

Perhaps six years from now, when these 
protégés are high school seniors, Debbie, Elizabeth, 
Cassie and Kristina will be sitting on the MST 
panels for Master Projects — mentors themselves.

aquatic plants ~ or weeds —- along the Lake Charlevoix’s South Arm 
or near the mouth of the Boyne River. . 

An increase in the zebra mussel population is also possible. These 
exotic organisms are viewed as biologic pollution because they don’t 
have any natural enemies or diseases. They can reproduce unchecked, 
bumping out native mussels and organisms and diminish the diversity 
and stability of the ecosystem. 

The zebra mussels in Lake Charlevoix probably won’t make any- 
thing go extinct said Fuller, but they will definitely cause a transfor- 
mation in the food chain. 

It’s difficult to pigeon hole how the resulting biological changes 
will effect the lake overall, said Fuller. Tipp of the Mitt performs a 
comprehensive monitoring program of 35 northern Michigan Lakes 
to keep tabs on those changes. 

And back to the swimmers, skiers and snorkelers — come on in, 
the water’s fine.
